With regard to claims 43, and 54, there is no disclosure of the instant application 
on the claimed feature such as: "establishing a current position of said downtilt antenna 
by, and sending an antenna check command to said antenna controller". 

With regard to claims 45, and 56, there is no disclosure of the instant application 
on the claimed feature such as: "transmitting an antenna check command".
